Visa  Information  for  Certain  Mideast  Countries 

Bahrain  -  Commercial  travelers  going  to  Bahrain  are  generally  able  to  obtain  a 
72  -  hour  transit  vist  at  the  Immigration  Desk  at  the  Airport  upon  arrival. 
If  a  long-term  visa  is  required,  the  commercial  traveler  must  submit  an  N0C 
(No  Objection  Certificate)  from  the  Bahraini  Foreign  Ministry   to  the  Bahrain! 
Embassy  in  Washington  before  a  visa  can  be  issued.   To  obtain  the  NOC,  the 
U.S.  Embassy  must  prepare  and  submit  a  diplomatic  note  and  be  prepared  to 
pursue  in  event  of  any  questions.   At  least  10  working  days  are  required  to 
obtain  the  NOC.   Because  of  the  burden  this  process  places  on  the  U.S.  Embassy 
staff,  commercial  visitors  are  urged  to  obtain  the  72-hour  transit  visas  at 
the  airport. 

Dubai  -  The  Dubai  Sheraton  Hotel  will  obtain  airport  visas  for  travelers  who 
stay  at  the  hotel  during  their  sojourn  in  Dubai.  It  takes  five  days  for  the 
hotel's  visa  applications  to  be  processed.

EC  -  TBT  Notification  84.77.   The  Commission  of  the  European  Communities  has 
proposed  a  Council  Directive  (product  covered  -  food  packaging  material) 
establishing  the  list  of  simulants  to  be  used  for  testing  migration  of  the 
constituents  of  plastic  materials  and  articles  intended  to  come  into  contact 
with  foodstuffs.   The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  consumer 
protection.   Final  date  for  comments  is  July  16,  1984. 

Finland  -  TBT  Notification  84.80.   The  Finnish  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Forestry  has  proposed  requirements  (product  covered  -  nursery  plant  products) 
for  commercial  qualifications  of  nursery  products.   The  objective  and 
rationale  for  the  proposal  is  to  ensure  quality.   Final  date  for  comments  is

Norway  -  TBT  Notification  84.82.   The  Norwegian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has 
proposed  a  regulation  (product  covered  -  processed  fruits  and  vegetables) 
concerning  vegetables  and  fruit  which  have  been  preserved  by  adding  sugar, 
salt,  freezing,  heating,  canning  or  otherwise.

Canada  -  TBT  Notification  84.83.   The  Canadian  Department  of  National  Health 
and  Welfare  has  proposed  an  amendment  (product  covered  -  pesticides)  to  the 
Food  and  Drug  Regulations  which  would  reduce  or  delete  the  maximum  residue 
limits  allowed  for  the  pesticides  Dicholran,  Diphenylamine  and  Toxaphene  on 
certain  foods.   The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  health 
protection.   Final  date  for  comments  is  June  20,  1984. 

Peoples  Republic  of  China.   The  Technical  Office  recently  received  a  copy  of 
PRC's  newly  published  regulations  on  inspection  of  Import/Export  Commodities. 
The  regulations  were  enacted  with  a  view  to  strengthening  the  inspection  of 
import  and  export  commodities,  protecting  the  legal  rights  and  interests  of 
the  parties  involved  in  foreign  trade,  and  upholding  the  state's  prestige  so 
as  to  promote  the  development  of  production  and  foreign  trade,  and  serve 
China's  economic  construction.
